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Living in Harmony 

Read Romans 12: 1-21 
“Be at peace with all men.” 

Occasionally on the radio we have 
the opportunity of listening to a Sym¬ 
phony concert. It is beautiful music. 
If you have ever been present at such 
a performance you have seen how 
many instruments are necessary, and 
perhaps you have wondered how 
each was able to do just what he 
should at the proper time. There is 
beautiful harmony when each artist 
is under control of the director. 

The world is like a symphony, or 
perhaps I should say, the Christian 
Church is like a symphony. Some- 
times there is beautiful harmony, not 
perfect, but beautiful in comparison 
to some of the noisy discords of our 
life. An expert director is essential 
for rendering a fine performance in 
music, even so an expert director is 
essential for producing beautiful 
harmony in life. Musical circles care- 
fully choose their directors. Do we in 
life? We have a Director for life who 
outshines them all. It is Jesus Christ, 
the God-man, your Saviour and mine. 
He has been given and recommended 
by the highest authority in heaven. 

Individual artists under a director 
in music must be completely submis- 
sive to the directions of their leader. 
Complete submission is possible only 
when their love for the director and 
the work they are doing is real. It is 
so in life also. We must know the Di¬ 
rector and love Him, and love to be 
following His directions. Beautiful 
harmony is then possible in life. 

But we know that all is not beauti¬ 
ful harmony, either in life as a whole, 
or in our lives as individuals. 1 We are 
aware of disQords and we ought to 
be. The Director is aware of them 
too, even more aware of them than 
we are, and much more eager to cor- 
rect them. Once you have accepted 
Him as your director, you will be 
careful to follow His directions be¬ 
cause you love Him. His directions 
seem burdensome and impossible to 
follow unless you do love Him. It is 
therefore very important to consider 
your attitude toward Him before you 
fry to follow His directions. You may 
be sure that His attitude toward you 
is one of pure, self-sacrificing love, 
as He has shown at the cross. 

Some of His directions for the sym¬ 
phony of life are recorded in the 
Bible verses under consideration. 
“Live in harmony with one another.” 
Living harmoniously with people is 
an art in itself that some people have 
beautifully accomplished, and of 
which others of us have yet much to 
learn. We need to be loving and for- 
giving, yet upholding righteousness 
and justice. “Do not be haughty, but 
associate with the lowly.” For Jesus 
no task was too humble, no person 
beyond the reach of His love. 

Our generation is going through a 
healing process of wounds and breaks 
caused by the war. Humanitarian 
leaders tell us of the suffering and 
needs, not only of the countries that 
were over-run by war, but of the peo- 
ples who a few short years ago were 
our enemies. Our reaction to these 
appeals are directly proportionate to 
the love and obedience we have for 
Christ and His directions. Our share 
in this work is done through Lutheran 
World Action. “Repay no one evil for 
evil, but take thought for what is 
noble in the sight of all . . . if your 
enemy hunger, feed him; if he is 
thirsty give him drink.” This advice 
may seem paradoxical to human rea- 
son and natural inclinations, but if 
you have taken your place in the sym¬ 
phony of life under the directorship 


CANADA DISTRICT AND THE 
BUDGET 

The Budget of Canada District is 
$14,000.00 for 1947 and 1948. This is 
an increase of $4,500.00 over the for¬ 
mer budget of $9,500.00. The average 
contribution of Canada District over 
a three-year period—1943, 1944 and 
1945—was $13,630.07, and in 1945 
the contribution was $14,768.34. The 
fiscal year for 1946 ends January 31, 
1947. 

The average apportionment for 
each member through the entire 
church is $2.27. The average contri¬ 
bution per confirmed member 
throughout the entire church was 
$3.04. The average contribution per 
confirmed member for Canada Dis¬ 
trict was $1.57. 

There are 8,907 confirmed mem- 
bers in our district. This number of 
members (confirmed) contributing 
$1.57 each would bring in from Can¬ 
ada District $13,983.99. However, if 
each confirmed member in the dis¬ 
trict gave the same as the average per 
confirmed member in the entire 
church, Canada District would send 
in $27,077.28. 

There is cause for thankfulness 
that Canada District has gone over 
the top for the allocated budget the 
last few years. In 1945 the contribu¬ 
tion was 155%. Yet we must not rest 
content with reaching that amount as 
the allocated budget in 1945 was only 
$9,500.00. Then, too, in view of the 
larger average giving of the entire 
church it is evident that we can well 
increase our giving for the activities 
of our beloved church. 

For 1946 the reports, of course, are 
not yet complete. However, the last 
report dated December 3, 1946, indi- 
cates that at that time 73 congrega- 
tions and preaching places had not 
yet reached their allocation, and 38 
had sent in nothing. The iiscal year 
ends January 31, 1947. Let us all send 
in an over-the-top contribution for the 
year that is ending, and start the in- 
gathering early for 1947.

WHO WILL BUY THEM? 

The bargain counters on the 
world’s market are heaping full to- 
day. Millions of human souls have 
been thrown there by the tragic cir- 
cumstances attending two world 
wars. There are the refugees, there 
are the displaced peoples of Europe, 
there are those who have been blast- 
ed out of hope and security, there are 
the victims of neglected and broken 
homes, there are also the tribes and 
nations awakened by the tumult of 
war to seek the bright prospect of 
independence and nationhood, there 
are the underprivileged and the dis- 
illusioned, the exploited and the op- 
pressed, there are the various classes 
of unfortunates and unwanted. 

There will be a rush for the bar¬ 
gain counter. Shrewd buyers will see 
their opportunities, for seldom have 
men been willing to seil themselves 
so cheaply—an ounce of hope, a few 
drops of love, or a few grains of con- 
cern will close the deal. Whose arm 
will be the first to reach across the 
counter purchase price in hand? Will 
it be the scoffing atheist, the pagan 
philosopher, the false prophet, or 
will it be a buyer for Christ and His 
Kingdom of righteousness, peace and 
freedom? 

Less than twenty years ago it was 
the Nazis who snatched the German 
people off the bargain counter. The 
wakening Japanese people were 
bought up by a militant and heathen 
nationalism. Other items on the 
counter were secured by other agents 
in Satan’s service.

A variety of other groups each 
constituting less than 1% of the wes¬ 
tern population make up the remain- 
ing 7 % of the religious denomina¬ 
tions. 

Thus, Lutherans rank fourth 
among the nine principal denomina¬ 
tions out here in the west. There are 
2,421,905 people in the prairie prov¬ 
inces. There are 48,213 Lutherans in 
Alberta. One out of every ten persons 
in Western Canada is a Lutheran— 
German, Swedish, Norwegian, Dan¬ 
ish, Icelandic or Finnish. Lutherans 
are a predominantly rural group, 76 
per cent of all western Lutherans be- 
ing rural people. They are exceeded 
only by the Mennonites, and the 
Greek Catholics. Roman Catholics 
are 73% rural. United Church, Ang¬ 
lican, Presbyterian and Baptist 
groups are more equally divided be- 
tween urban and rural life.

In all of Canada there are 401,153 
Lutherans out of the total population 
of 11,506,655.

We 
are exceeded by Roman Catholic, 42 
per cent, United Church, 19 per cent, 
Anglican, 15 per cent, Presbyterian, 
7 per cent, Baptist, 1 per cent.

Reverend 


I prefer to call the man who minis¬ 
ters in our congregation by the title of 
“pastor”. “Pastor” in its original 
meaning meant a shepherd who pas- 
tured and fed the sheep. When I call 
our minister, “pastor”, I draw atten- 
tion to the fact that he is called by 
God to be a spiritual overseer of a 
flock called by the Lord. I pay tribute 
to the Office, not to the man. He is 
my brother in the Lord. We work to- 
gether, but he has been consecrated 
to guide and lead the work. My pas¬ 
tor prefers that I call him pastor. The 
finest respect in an outward way that 
I can show to him is to call him “pas¬ 
tor”. It is good to take his hand and 
say “Thank you for your faithful 
service, Pastor.” 

I believe that our church should 
get away from the use of “reverend” 
and especially “the reverend” or “the 
most or very reverend” as often used 
in our church papers and printed 
programs or publicity in the secular 
press. Reverend means worthy of 
reverence. Reverence is a strong sen- 
timent mingled with profound re¬ 
spect and esteem. Webster gives the 
following synonms for reverence: 
veneration, awe, adoration, worship. 
No true servant of God wants rever¬ 
ence, adoration, worship or awe for 
himself. These feelings should go to 
God alone. (II Chron. 29:11-12). Can 
you imagine Paul rejoicing in being 
called ‘reverend’ as the parting tears 
were flowing as he and the Ephesian 
elders knelt in the sand beside the 
sea shore in a parting prayer meet¬ 
ing? 

In Acts 10:25, when Cornelius paid 
profound reverence to Peter, Peter 
said, “Stand up; I myself also am a 
man.” In Rev. 22:8-9 we read “John 
fell down to worship (the Greek 
word denotes an act of reverence, 
whether paid to a creature, or to the 
Creator). . . . The angel that showed 
me these things. And he said unto me, 
“See thou do it not, I am a fellow ser¬ 
vant with thee and with thy breth- 
ren the prophets, and with them that 
keep the words of this book; Wor¬ 
ship God-” 

The thought of reverence to man 
is entirely foreign to the teaching of 
Scripture. 

It is a temptation for both laity and 
ministry to love titles and preemin- 
ence. Note how Jesus deals with 
those who have yielded to this temp¬ 
tation in Matt. 23:5-12; Luke 14:7- 
11; Luke 18:9-14; Luke 22:24-30; 
John 13:2-17. Jesus stemly de-
